We are pleased to learn from H. W. 
Brack. Director of the Geological Sur¬ 
vey, that the topographical and geolo¬ 
gical examination of Vancouver Island 
has not been abandoned, and will ,be 
continued In due course. 8o far the 
Mand has been mapped from Its south* 
cm extremity to a line extending across 
from AlbemI to Comox. and the geo¬ 
logical work haa been carried out to an 
atmost sfmflar extent. The physical 
eharacteiistlcs of the island north of 
thU line require a different kind cf 
topographical work, and for this a man 
la now under epeclal training In the 
department Unfortunately, conges- 
tloD In the printing department at Ot¬ 
tawa has delayed the publication of all 
the sheets so far completed, but when 
tbese are available U will be found 
that the work has been most efficient¬ 
ly performed. 

The benefits to be derived from the 
operations of the geologtcai survey of 
Vancouver ^land cannot be overesti¬ 
mated. When the programme Is com¬ 
pleted the reports and maps will do 
more to attract attention to this dis¬ 
trict than any other agency we know 
of. They will be distributed all over 
the world In quarters where they will 
be studied, snd the Island will be no 
longer a sort of terra Incognita, but an 
open book from end to end. As an

^hat we. the passengers on board 
the 8. S. Princess Sophia. In meeting 
assembled, hereby express our cordial 
appreciation of the uniform kindness 
and courtesy of Capt. Campbell and his 
olBcers; that from the outset of the 
trip they have put forth every effort 
that would tend to our continuous com¬ 
fort and pleasure; that we felicitate the 
C. P. R. and the travelling public on 
ths efficiency of the crew so far as con¬ 
cerns the safety and comfert of passen¬ 
gers who may travel aboard the ship.” 

Mr. O'Kelly a geologist who has been 
travelling through Alaska In pursuit of 
hie profe ss ion, came south on the 
Rophls. During his rugged journey he! 
wss overtaken by a storm and was 
nearly froaen to death before being res¬ 
cued. He bed also been without food, 
for several days. 

Capt. Campbell reports splendid 
weather on the trip. The Sophia will 
leave for the north again on Friday 
night.

Alderman McNeill moved that the 
mapa, plans, speclflcatlons, drawings 
and all documents and contract for the 
Sooke Lake water echeme. and all 
documents bearing on the Westholme 
Lumber Company's contract should be 
referred to the dty solicitor with the 
request that he should take each ad¬ 
vice as he deemed advisable, and 
make a full report In writing. 

The mayor did not ase that the 
amendment was neceesarfly an amend¬ 
ment of Alderman Oteason’s motion, 
but It could logically be adopted by the 
council equally with the resolution. 
Amendment Becomes Motion. 

However, by a majortty vote the al¬ 
dermen decided to debate-the amend¬ 
ment as a resolution tn chief, leaving 
over the resolution of Alderman Olea- 
soa to a later period. 

Alderman Cuthbert advocated refer¬ 
ence to Mr. Bruce, of Toronto, of the 
whole of the papers dealing with the 
subject, asking an opinion from him 
whether further action by the council 
was legal at this stage. He pointed out 
how the council had been “fooled“ on 
this queatioB two years ago. The then 
mayor of the city came from southern

Would Submit It. 

Alderman McCandleae endorsed the 
submission of the by-law at once, stat¬ 
ing that the xUtlntate decision must lie 
with the people. They were the arbi¬ 
trators. 

The proposal of Aldsrmaa McNeill 
was a right course. In the judgment of 
Alderman.* Dll worth. Thera most be 
mors InfortMtton than waa given two 
yeaib ago wbsn the by-law was sub¬ 
mitted. or else It would certainly be 
beaten.

Alderman Meston said be could not

There oould be no-question of the 
quality of *lbe Aoofce water.

The 
mayor blamed the action of past ald¬ 
ermen for delaying the scheme, and 
aald they were responsible, and not 
himself for the procrastination. Men 
had been sent to the council board to 
obstruct Books scbemCA and to work 
Cpr Ooldstream. hence the cost of the 
scheme was greatly In excess of 
reasonableness. The council bad ths 
•an>e old argument from the enemies 
of corporation control of the water- 
Urorks, which formerly had assailed 
them In the Elk take .works. He said 
the resolution was a direct Insult to the 
consulting engineer. Was It likely that 
he would recommend that water be 
taken from the dead end of the take? 
For hls part he was satisfied that the 
examination of the city aolicltor into 
the contraot was adequate, and It would 
be an Insult to support the city soli¬ 
citor by an opinion freun Mr. Bruce, 
which was unnecessary. 

The aldermen who bad opposed the 
scheme sit the year round had shown 
a desire to prevent the continuation of 
the Sooke scheme, and he should have 
resigned before acting as be had. 

Abusing Opponents. 

Alderman Cuthbert said, tba whole 
history of the undertaking ^owed that 
the mayor had abused hls opponents. 
He bad abused hls opponents like a 
pickpocket, and he <tbe speaker) had 
given many hours to tha city's servtes 
long before the mayor aver saw the 
dty, and that gratuitously. 

The mayor had earned the Booke 
water scheme by blackguarding the 
Ooldstream supply, and all connected 
with the Esqutmalt company. 

Mr. Meredith explained. In answer to 
queries from Aldermen Dltworth andj 
Cuthbert, that It would not be taken 
from a muskeg with the raising of the 
take nt Booke 18 feet, but the class of' 
water would be the same from wher 
ever R was taksn. 

Alderman McNeill thought a week's 
delay would be better. The mayor had 
described him as an obstructionist, and 
as dishonest In presenting the reso 
ihitlon. He was prepared to have hls 
veracity weight that of. the 

mayor. He still believed that the city 
should acquire the undertakings of the 
Esquimau Waterworks Company,, 
whatever might be the opinion of the 
mayor. 

Alderman McNelU asked the mayor 
^if he- had not stated that sooner or 
later the city would acquire the hold¬ 
ings of the Etaqulmalt Water Works 
Company. 

Mayor Morley agreed be hod msde 
that statfnjeqt. but what he had meant 
waa that i^ would not be until after 
Sooka lake was developed, when Oold¬ 
stream would become of small vqlue.
